Pipe Shipsents fron Czechoslovakia, 


. Pipe shipments from Czechoslovakia to the SHV have been forwarded in increas 


ing quantities since the conclusion sometine in the spring of 1951 of a com-- 
vensabion arrangement. whereby the Czechs agreed to accept SMV crude of] sur- 
pluses in exchange for oi] field pipe.(1) In order to provide additional 
storege space for this pipe, the Soviets have authorized the construction of 
a new warehouse in Prottes which wili cost an estimated 900,000 schillings. 
SMV Headquarters has already disbursed 350,000 schillings to Pau und Montage, 
the SV subsidiary which is undertaking the construction of this building. 
in the meantime, freight cars arriving from Czechoslovakia are switched to a 
siding adjoining the Lobau refinery until other arrangements can be made to 
store the pipe.
